G.S.R. 41. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President 
ereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment of persons to the post of the Director of Can- 
teens in the Department of Personnel, Cabinet Secretariat.

2. Number of post, classification and scale of Pay. — The 
number of post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifi- 
cations. — The age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 
5 to 13 of the said Schedule; 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 
6 of the said Schedule may bo relaxed in the case 
of candidates belonging to any Scheduled Caste 
or Schedule Tribe or other special category of 
persons in accordance with the general orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to 
time. 


4 Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the 
marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may. 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 

tions and other concessions required to be provided for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
bv the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for Sche- 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other Special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issed by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifi- 
cations.- — The method of recruitment to the said posts, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith 
shall be as specified in columns 4 to 12 of the Schedule 
aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct 
recruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time. 

5. Disqualification*.— No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the 
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other party to the marriage and that there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.. — Where the Centra! Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons or posts. 


7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to be provided for 
candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard,

1. This Scheme may be called the Employees’ Provi- 

dent Funds (First Amendment) Scheme, 1973. 

2. In the Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme, 1952 

after clause (d) of sub-paragraph (1) of para- 


graph 69, the following clause shall be added, 
namely: — 

■‘(dd) On termination of service under a voluntary 
scheme of retirement framed by the employer 
and the employees under a mutual agreement 
specifying, inter-alia, that notwithstanding the 
provisions contained in sub-clause (a) of clause 
(oo) of section 2 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947, excluding voluntary retirements from the 
scope of definition of "retrenchment" such volun- 
tary retirements shall for the purpose be treated 
as retrenchments by mutual consent of the par- 
ties.”
